NBW YORK. Jan. 29.—"The United 
States will in no case be the aggres­ 
sor against either th© political inde­ 
pendence or the territorial integrity 
of any other state or nation,’’ Presi­ 
dent Wilson declared in a letter made 
public today with his consent. 
"At the same tim e,” he continued, 
"she is proposing and insisting upon 
sim ilar pledges from IHI the nations 
of the world who have Its peace at 
heArt and are willing 
to 
associate 
them selves for the m aintenance of that 
peace. 
"The very strength of her appeal 
in this direction comes from the fact 
th at she is willing to bind herself and 
give pledges of the utm ost solemnity 
for her own faith and disinterested­ 
ness."

Howard,

Press, on the eve of his departure for 
South America. 
It w as in reply to a 
letter in which Howard called atten­ 
tion to the widespread efforts still be­ 
ing made by German propagandists in

the fight "to make tile world safe for 
democracy.”

Flashes From Spitting Guns

LONDON. Jan. 29.—Londoners last 
night witnessed a great machine gun 
battle between one German and sev­ 
eral British aeroplaner high over the 
city. 
Flashes from the spitting guns were 
visible in the heavens and the rat-a- 
tat of the fire was 
plainly 
audible. 
Occasionally the machines themselves 
could be seen against the moon. 
Meanwhile a violent and interm it­ 
tent barrage circled the whole city. 
The fight in the sky seemed to con­ 
tinue a long while. 
The raider

peared in trouble and it was noted he 
descended considerably, but he fled 
away safely with many machines in 
pursuit. 
Eventually, he reached the 
coast and was swallowed up in the 
night.

One interesting little detail of the 
German occupation of Poland and the 
Baltic provinces of Russia has just 
come to light. 
It develops that Ger­ 
many has been clinching her hold on 
this big, valuable territory with eco­ 
nomic as well as military weapons. 
H er chief piece of economic strategy 
seems to have been the Germanizing 
of the whole transportation system. 
The Russian railroads have an ab­ 
normally wide gauge. Germany, since 
she 
invaded 
these 
provinces, 
has 
changed all the tracks to her own 
standard gauge. 
The result is that 
thpy can be used only by German roll­ 
ing stock, for German purposes. Even 
if Russia were allowed nominally to 
re-oeeupv the region, she would be 
helpless for a long time to come, be­ 
cause of the difficulty tinder present 
conditions of changing the rails to ac­ 
commodate lier own locomotives and 
cars again. Germany, by merely with­ 
holding German rolling stock, would 
continue to have the invaded districts 
at her mercy.
